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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-67 in the reply filed on 03/02/2005 is 
acknowledged. Claims 68-109 have been canceled as applicant requested. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-3,5-7,9-12,14-16,18,20,22,24,24-57 and 59-66 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly by anticipated by Landers et al. (6,246,036). 

As per claims 1-3,26,27 Landers et al. discloses in figures 3 and 5 an arithmetic device 
having a first selecting means (110), a second selecting means (1 12,1 14) and an arithmetic 
means (68-74) that clearly can perform monadic, dyadic and trinomial operations. 

As per claims 5-7, Landers el al. also discloses a third selecting means (204, see figure 

13). 

As per claims 9-12,14,15,28,29-31 the arithmetic means (68-74) includes a first 
arithmetic means (72,74) and a second arithmetic means (68,70). Landers el al. also discloses a 
fourth selecting means (76). 

As per claims 16,18,20,22,24,32-57 and 59-66 Landers et al. discloses in figures 1 a 
parallel arithmetic device having a plurality of the arithmetic devices (10-16) as claimed. 
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4. Claims 4,8,13,17,19,21,23,25,58 and 67 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
